Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because JP'951 is not analogous art has not been 
found persuasive. JP'951 is drawn to hot working (by extrusion) an Al alloy followed by T5 heat treating said alloy, wherein the working 
process of extrusion occurs also at 'high temperature/high pressure', and wherein JP'951 teaches a step of maintaining at a high 
temperature after said working step. Both JP'951 and Clark are drawn to heat treatment of precipitation hardenable aluminum alloys after 
an elevated temperature/elevated pressure treatment. 

Applicant argues the extrusion of JP'951 is not an HIP treatment and does not involve cooling due to a gas pressure reduction, and is not 
pertinent to solving the problem of temperature drop following an HIP treatment has not been found persuasive. The instant claims are 
drawn to working by 'a high temperature/high pressure treatment' wherein extrusion qualifies as such (and likewise would involve a 
pressure reduction, and compensation for such in order to maintain' at a high temperature). Further, JP'951 teaches heat treating directly 
after said high temperature/high pressure treatment, such that said heat treatment is MAINTAINED at a high temperature (JP'951 at 
abstract), thereby producing an aluminum alloy with conserved energy and high strength. As stated in the Final Rejection, it would have \ 
been obvious to maintain the temperature of the Hipped article taught by Clark by introducing heat immediately after the hot working 
steps, because JP'951 teaches that maintaining the temperature at high temperatures immediately after high temperature/high pressure 
treatment and prior to precipitation hardening is beneficial for enhancing the strength (while saving energy). 
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
